The final meeting consisted of ideas on teaching Asian Art, presented by 
Kay Jones, Art Specialist, Whittier Elementary School. 









EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMS 


SUMMER ART WORKSHOP: The summer art programs were held from August 10-14, 
1998. Classes were geared to children between 7 and 12 and explored the world of clay. Ann 
Parker and Heather Riggs coordinated and taught the workshops, which were sponsored by the 
U of U Department of Continuing Education. There were eleven participants. 

IMAGES AND WORDS: This year the Images and Words program included 1398 students 
from Artec School, Churchill Jr. High School, Copper Hills High School, East High School, 
Granger High School, Highland High School, Horizonte School, Hunter High School, Judge 
Memorial Catholic High School and Salt Lake Lutheran High School. 

JEWELRY AND SMALL METALS EXHIBIT: This installation included 96 pieces from 
students attending Ben Lomond High School, Brighton High School, Highland High School, 
Hillcrest High School, Payson High School, Wasatch High School, and Weber High School. 

The exhibit was on display from April 21 to May 23, 1999. 

OPEN HOUSE FOR PARTNERS TEACHERS Held September 25, 1998, the PARTner’s 
program was introduced to new teachers by Ann Parker. Sample tours were given. There were 
some hands-on activities. The Elements of Art booklets were distributed. Docents assisting 
were Ila Jane Aldrich, Anne Dolowitz, Ruth Kerr, Carol Medworth, Elaine Miller, Jan Miller 
and Marge Wilson. 

WORKSHOP FOR TEACHERS AND STUDENTS: “Egypt: All Wrapped Up,” was held 
Friday evening, October 23, 1998 for teachers and Saturday, October 24 th , for students, grades 7 
through 12 and teachers. The Friday session focused on the academic background necessary to 
teach about the country. Sessions on Saturday looked at Egypt through its music, art, 
architecture and archaeology. Participants were able to choose from small-group breakout 
classes that included hands-on learning and innovative teaching strategies. The workshop was 
sponsored by the University of Utah’s Middle East Center Outreach Program, The Utah Museum 
of Fine Arts and the Utah State Office of Education.

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jF SPOTLIGHT ON OBJECTS 

The Asian Exhibition brings back to view various objects that have been in storage for several years. 

Both of the Tales of Genii screens by Kaiho Yusho, Japanese, 1817-1868 are now on view. Depicted on 
this pair of screens are scenes from the Tales of Genji . the story of the many escapades of a son of the 
Emperor by his favorite consort, written by Lady Murasaki Shikibu. 

Also back on view are the pair of screens depicting The Yasaka Shrine and The Kivomizu Temple by 
artists of the Kano School, Edo period, ca. 1825. Interestingly the screen of the Yasaka Shrine should be 
read from right to left while the screen of the Kiyomizu Temple should be read from left to right. 

The third item that some docents might remember is the Cloisonne Vase from the Meiji Period, late- 
nineteenth century Japan. Done in cloisonne technique, this vase is a technical tour de force. The cloisons 
are extremely narrow, about the width of a hair and the deep blue-black ground provides an intense 
1 contrast to the delicate pinks, greens and white of the plum blossoms and birds.

Grandma’s Cookies: For those of you who enjoyed Vivian Taylor’s cookies at the Monthly Meeting 
in November here is the recipe. 

I !/ 2 cups flour 

II salt 
11 soda 

3 cups quick oatmeal 
V 2 c chopped nuts* 


1 c shortening 
1 c brown sugar 
1 c white sugar 
3 beaten eggs 
1 t vanilla 


V 2 c dates [increase amount to 1 cup for special treat] 

Cream sugars & shortening, add eggs and vanilla. Beat well. Add sifted dry ingredients, then oatmeal, dates 
and nuts. Shape into rolls, wrap in waxed paper and chill overnight. Slice into 1/4 - 3/8" thick cookies. Bake 
on greased sheet at 350° for 8-10 minutes.

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SPOTLIGHT ON STYLES 

The International Style

The painting that will be the focus of our March Monthly Meeting is an example of the International 
Style, a preeminently courtly art. Its most famous patron, the due de Berry, commissioned the Limbourg 
brothers to execute a Book of Hours, the Tres Riches Heures (c.1416; Musee Conde, Chantilly, France), 
the illuminated manuscript that best exemplifies the richness and elegance of the International Style. The 
vogue for the International style spread throughout Europe, from the Court of Emperor Charles IV in 
Bohemia to the Hanseatic city of Hamburg — as well as to Italy, where Gentile da Fabriano and Antonio 
Pisanello kept it alive well into the fifteenth century. In the 1420s, however, the classical humanism of 
Masaccio and the Flemish realism of Jan van Eyck introduced the era of Renaissance art, and the period 
of the International Style rapidly drew to a close.

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SPOTLIGHT ON STYLES 

The Roots of American 
Landscape Painting 

In 1834, when William Dunlap wrote his 
History of the Rise and Progress of the Arts of 

Design in the United States , the first book on 
America’s art history, landscape painting was a 
new trend in American art. As Giorgio Vasari 
had done for the Renaissance, Dunlap collected 
anecdotes about dead artists, solicited 
biographies of living artists and added his own 
critical comments. 

Since the seventeenth century America had been 
pushing her borders further and further west. 
Many Americans ascribed this relentless 
expansion as due to a divine plan. In 1845 a 
New York editor, John L. O’Sullivan, coined a 
phrase that captured this mood when he wrote 
that it was “the fulfillment of our manifest 
destiny to overspread the continent allotted by 
Providence for the free development of our 
yearly expanding millions.” [Weinberg, Albert 
K., Manifest Destiny (1935; repr. 1976]. Given 
this atmosphere of patriotic fervor it is not 
surprising that landscape became the metaphor 
for expressing ideas about the new nation’s 
future and its divine mission to colonize this 
new land. 

By the 1820s a generation of painters was 
forming who rejected the European ideal of 
landscape painting as a symbolic record of a lost 
past. Their vision of lofty views did not include 
the intrusions of ancient remains but rather 
celebrated the virgin territory that lay waiting to 
be subdued. Asher B. Durand, Thomas > 
Doughty, Frederic Church, John Kensett, 
Sanford Gifford and Thomas Cole all painted in 
the eastern mountainous regions of the Catskills 
and along the Hudson River valley leading to 
their designation as the Hudson River School. 
Albert Bierstadt and George Inness created 
highly successful landscape formulas. 

Bierstadt’s preferred subject was the West, 
which he portrayed on huge canvases 
concentrating on dramatic effects of light

Coupled with a careful attention to detail. In 
effect by capturing the untamed natural beauty 
of the West, Bierstadt created a visual 
confirmation of the idea of Manifest Destiny. 
Inness’s canvases were smaller and more 
intimate in conception, with romantic, often 
tree-shrouded scenes painted as though 
perceived through a veil. Thomas Cole’s great 
multi-canvas cycles, The Course of Empire and 
The Voyage of Life functioned as sermons in 
paint. Other artists, notably Karl Bodmer and 
George Catlin, set out for the West to paint the 
terrain and the rapidly vanishing world of the 
Indian. Martin Johnson Heade, Sanford Gifford 
and Fitz Hugh Lane along with Frederick Edwin 
Church and John Frederick Kensett depicted 
haunting seascapes and scenes along the coastal 
waters and marshes. In works now called 
luminist they flooded their vistas with a 
suffused, incandescent light, that symbolized a 
thoughtful awareness of, and faith in, the 
physical grandeur and moral potential of the 
American continent.

Kwanzaa 



Kwanzaa Celebration

The African-American community celebrates Kwanzaa beginning on December 
26 and ending on January 1. The candle holder ( kinara ) has seven holders, one 
for each day. On the last day there is a feast, music, dancing, gift giving and 
everyone drinks from the unity cup "Kikembe Cha Umojo." The candles are 
extinguished and the new year begins. 

A kinara represents respect for African ancestors and is a candleholder for the 
seven candles (Mishumaa Saba) of Kwanzaa. The seven candles represent the 
seven principles of Kwanzaa: Umoja (unity), Kujichagulia (self determination), 
Ujima (collective work and responsibility), Ujamaa (cooperative economics), Nia 
(purpose), Kuumba (creativity), Imani (faith). The black candle is used to light 
the others each day from left to right. The red candles signify blood, the green, 
hope and the black, Africans. 


Chinese New Year 


The Chinese New Year occurs on the 2nd moon 
after the solstice, usually mid-February, and is cele¬ 
brated over several days. It is a time for family 
reunions, honoring ancestors, exchanging wishes 
for good health, luck and fortune. During the cele¬ 
brations, lion dancers dance to the beat of a large 
drum. The last day of the new year celebration is 
highlighted with a parade. The dragon, a symbol 
of goodness and strength, leads the parade weav¬ 
ing its way among the children who follow after it 
carrying lanterns to light the way.

Christmas 


Both Christmas and New Year's Day are celebrated throughout the 
European-Ameiican communities. Each country has special ways and events 
to celebrate these two holidays. In Germany, Christmas trees are decorated on 
Christmas Eve. In the Netherlands, the children receive gifts from St. 

Nicholas on December 6. Santa Claus visits homes in the United States dur¬ 
ing the night of December 24 to bring gifts. Sweden celebrates the festival of 
St. Lucia, the patron saint of light, by lighting candles, eating special baked 
buns, and singing carols. Many schools elect a pupil to be St. Lucia. She 
wears a long white dress and crown decorated with candles and greenery. In 
Eastern Europe, St. Nicholas, patron saint of children, fills the boots of chil¬ 
dren with treats during the night on Christmas Eve.

Greek New Year 


In the Greek Orthodox community Christmas, New Years, and the Epiphany are celebrated in a 12 day peri¬ 
od called Dodea-Cameron which starts December 25 and ends January 6. At midnight on New Year's Eve a 
special round bread with a coin baked into it is cut and served. Everyone hopes to be the one to get the slice 
of bread with the coin because it means good luck in the new year. The person cutting the bread wishes every 
recipient "good year," and even those persons not at home have a piece of bread cut for them. Pieces of bread 
are passed out to everyone according to their age with the first three slices going to Christ, the Virgin Mary, 
and St. Basil who brings presents to children on New Year's. The 4th slice is saved for the poor. 


Native American Winter Solstice 


Native American communities celebrate the return of the sun to warm 
the earth. The Hopi people, one of many Native American peoples, cele¬ 
brate Soyalang-eu (winter solstice ceremony) in December and Pamuya 
in January when the sun appears to move north again. During these cere¬ 
monies, prayers are offered and Kachina dancers dance to represent spirits 
which bring the rain and sun to help their crops grow. Kachina is a word 
in the Hopi language for supernatural spirits.

Eidul Fitri 


The Muslim community observes Ramadan, a month long period that involves fast¬ 
ing from sunrise to sunset. This year Ramadan begins on December 19. This period 
ends in the joyful celebration of Eidul Fitri when Muslims wear their best clothes 
and visit friends and relatives. Gifts and cards are exchanged. Eidul Fitri, which 
means "the day which returns often" is held on the day of the new moon at the end 
of Ramadan. The mukena is a special covering worn by Indonesian Muslim women 
when they pray in the mosque.

Chanukah- 


The Jewish community celebrates Chanukah in November or December. This celebra¬ 
tion lasts for eight days and nights. The holiday celebrates the rededication of the 
temple in Jerusalem after its destruction by the Syrians in 168 BCE. A special candle 
holder, the menorah (hanukkiah) with nine candles, is used. One candle is lit on the first 
night, two on the second and so on until all are lit on the 8th night. Special donuts 
and latkes (potato pancakes) are served. The oil in which the donuts and pancakes 
are fried reminds Jewish families of the oil that burned in the temple lamp for eight 
days and nights. A special game is played with a spinning top - dreidl - and gifts are 
exchanged during Chanukah.

Las Posadas 


The Latino community celebrates the Christmas season from December 16 through January 6. Homes are 
decorated with Christmas trees and a Nacimiento (manger scene). Las Posadas is celebrated for nine days 
beginning on December 16 through December 24. Posada (inn or shelter) processions of small groups of peo¬ 
ple go from house to house seeking shelter as did Mary and Joseph. Their way is lit by farolitos, paper sacks 
with candles inside. Families gather together to celebrate December 25 with food, singing, gift giving and 
breaking open a pinata filled with candy and gifts. 


Japanese New Year 


The Japanese community begins in December to prepare for the New Year. People pay their debts, clean their 
houses and put up decorations. Pine, bamboo, and rope are traditional decorations: pine symbolizes long life; 
bamboo, flexibility; and rope is a symbol of the sun goddess. On New Year's Day everyone eats a special 
breakfast and dresses in their best kimonos. They open New Year's cards and visit family and friends. 
Badminton is traditionally played during this time of year. In Japan, New Year's Day is like a birthday 
because everyone adds a year to their age. Setsubun takes place on February 3 and is a local winter festival 
celebrating the end of winter. People throw beans to frighten away winter spirits and allow spring spirits to 
return.
